Socialists Protest Against Execution 
of Ferrer. 
Paris, Oct. 14.—Ten thousand men 
headed by M. Juares, the leader of 
the Socialists in the chamber of depu­ 
ties, and M. Valiant, a Socialist depu­ 
ty, marched to the Spanish embassy, 
where it was the intention to hold 
a demonstration in protest against 
the execution of Ferrer. 
The police 
surrounded the building, however, and 
repulsed the surging crowd after a 
sharp struggle. 
The procession then 
returned through the boulevards with 
shouts of “Down with Alfonso: 
Down 
with M aura." 
Later the rowdy element formed 
again 
in 
the 
vicinity of the em­ 
bassy and tore up the lamp posts, 
trees and benches and erected a bar­ 
ricade. 
The rioters then proceeded 
with the work of destruction, which 
included the burning of three auto 
busses. 
M. Lepine, the prefect of police, 
soon arriged at the head of reinforce­ 
ments and was received with a volley 
of shots from the crowd. His escape 
from death or serious injury was by 
a 
narrow 
margin. 
The 
cavalry 
charged, using their sabres freely, and 
stormed the barricade. 
The police 
arrested a dangerous 
Spanish 
an­ 
archist. Emmanuel Dellatorre, who ad­ 
mits having fired at M. Lepine. 
Ancthor demonstration of anarch­ 
ists took place at Clicky, in the out­ 
skirts of Paris, but here the mani- 
festants 
were 
quickly 
dispersed. 
There were numerous demonstrations 
throughout the provinces, and the de­

Rhone adjourned as a token of mourn­ 
ing for Ferrer. 
A policeman who was shot during 
the demonstration died in the hos­ 
pital. 
Another policeman is in a se­ 
rious condition. 
Owing to the strict censorship at 
Madrid nothing with reference to the 
effect the execution of Ferrer has had 
in Madrid reached Paris.

Fashionably Dressed 
Robber Shoots 


Him self in the Mouth When Driven 


to Bay by His Pursuer— Had Loot­ 


ed Bank of Five Hundred Dollars 


and Was Trying to Escape in an 


Automobile — Alleged 
Accomplice 


Captured. 


Chicago, 
Get. 
14.—A 
fashionably 
dressed bandit who robbed the sav­ 
ings bank of D. M. Erskine A Co. in 
Highland Park. 111., an aristocratic vil­ 
lage on the lake shore twenty-fiv« 
miles north of Chicago, committed 
suicide by shooting himself In the 
mouth when driven to bay by the 
Highland Park marshal and a posse 
of citizens. 
A companion of the robber who had 
driven him to the bank in an automo­ 
bile was captured Immediately follow­ 
ing the robbery of the bank, forcing 
the principal perpetrator in the daring 
daylight crime to flee on foot. 
He 
was engaged in a running duel with 
Town Marshal John Sheehan who was 
the target for many bullets from the 
fugitive 
bandit’s 
revolver, 
one 
of 
which went through the sleeve of his 
coat. 
After running several blocks 
and failing to drive back his pursuer, 
the robber ran into a shed, closely fol­ 
lowed by Sheehan. 
When he saw 
Sheehan enter the shed with his re­ 
volver leveled at his head, the fugitive 
put the muzzle of uis own revolver in 
his mouth and fired a shot which re­ 
sulted in his death almost Immedi­ 
ately. 
Neither he nor his companion is 
known. 
The man arrested, who ap­ 
peared in the guise of a chauffeur, 
positively refused after his arrest to 
discuss the robbery or to disclose any­ 
thing concerning his own or his com­ 
panion’s identity. 


Conducted in Spectacular Manner. 
The robbery wan conducted in a de­ 
liberate and spectacular manner, the 
bandit securing about $500 In gold 
coin and bills after he had forced 
John C. Duffy, cashier of the bank. 
Miss Nellie Fitzgerald, the bookkeep 
er, and Joseph F. Richards, the receiv­ 
ing teller, into tho cashier's cage just 
after the closing of business for the 
day. 
In the morning the robber had come 
int'* the bank and asked Cashier Duffy 
the whereabouts of a Mr. Williams. 
Duffy directed the man to Liberty 
Ville, 111. 
When the stranger returned in the 
afternoon Cashier Duffy then became 
suspicious and hurriedly took a large 
amount of money and locked it in the 
vault. 
Several hundred dollars still 
were in the cage when Duffy was con 
fronted by the robber, who leveled a 
revolver and said, “call everyone in 
here into that; cage or I’ll blow your 
head off. 
Hurry up.’’ 
Duffy, unarmed, complied with th* 
demand. 
Miss Fitzgerald and Rich­ 
ards came into the cage while the in 
truder helped himself to all the money 
in sight. 
He carefully tucked the 
gold and bills Into his pockets, and 
then exclaimed “If any of you attem pt 
to follow me I will kill you.” 
He started for the door and Duffy 
Immediately telephoned the m arshal’* 
office across the street. 
By the time 
the robber reached the automobile 
Marshal Sheehan was running toward 
the bank. 
At sight of him the rob­ 
ber broke into a run and citizens held 
the chai.*ffcur. 
The chase after the 
fugitive was a thrilling one. but ended 
in his suicide within a few minutes 
All the money taken from the bank 
was found in his clothing.

Asked if he 
expected to stay here for a time. he 
caid he was uncertain as to his move­ 
ments, these depending, it is thought. 
Upon future developments. 
“There are other places besides 
Washington,” said M r.‘Crane, “where 
a fellow^ can have a good lime.”

Minneapolis, Oet. 14.—H. F. Chaffee, 
millionaire land and grain man of 
Amenia, N. D., was victimized out of 
$25,000 by the ancient gold brick game 
in this city by two clever swindlers. 
Mr. Chaffoo found himself the pos­ 
sessor of eighty pounds of yellow 
metal, presumably brass, worth prob­ 
ably $15, and 
two 
small 
steamer 
trunks, while tho police department 
cf Minneapolis found itself confronted 
with one of tho boldest swindles ever 
perpetrated In the Northwest. 
Mr. Chaffee la heavily interested in 
the John Miller Grain company of 
Minneapolis and Duluth, is president 
of tho Amenia and Sharon Land com­ 
pany of Amenia, is interested in sev­ 
eral other concerns, and owns large 
parcels of land. He la broken-hearted 
over the affair. 
Mr. Chaffee handed over the twenty- 
five $1,000 bills late in the afternoon 
and about an hour later became aware 
that he had been duped. 
Both swin­ 
dlers escaped. 
Chaffee met a man named Arm­ 
strong two 
or three days ago at 
Amenia. 
The swindler looked for an 
“uncle” named Chaffee, but happened 
to run across his future victim by 
“mistake.” While talking he dropped 
hints of being short of cash. 
In a 
guileless manner Armstrong told of a 
wondrous mine which he and his half- 
breed friend, “Oro,” owned In Mexico. 
He told of the search for the uncle 
to get $25,000 to pay off a lien which 
was held against his property. 
He 
told of two gold ingots, worth $40,000 
at the government mint, which he 
held in two trunks in Minneapolis, 
ready to bo placed as security for 
$25,000. 
Chaffee was more than in­ 
terested and with his son, E. W. 
Chaffee, himself an assayer, came to 
the Mill City with Armstrong. 
They drilled into one of the gold 
bricks and took the shavings to an 
assayer named W. H. Harper, who 
tested them and found them to be 
pure gold. 
The party returned to 
Armstrong’s hotel and the deal was 
closed. 
Armstrong, H arper and Chaffee’s 
$25,000 are missing and Investigation 
J showed Chaffee’s ’ gold bricks” to be 
briza.,

WILL CLOSE ALL SALOONS 


Mexicans to Shut Them Down During 
Visit of Presidents. 
El Paso, Tex., Oct. 14.—The Mexi­ 
can authorities have 
issued orders 
closing every saloon in Ciudad Jua­ 
rez, opposite El Paso, from Friday 
noon, five hours before the arrival of 
President Diaz, until Sunday morn­ 
ing, ten hours after he leaves. 
This is done, it was explained, aa a 
precautionary measure for the protec­ 
tion of Presidents Taft and Diaz. 
The federal authorities in Ciudad 
Juarea have also issued an order for­ 
bidding the discharge of fireworks of 
any character during the visit of tho 
two presidents and forbids crowds 
standing 
close 
to 
the 
reviewing 
alands. 
The secret service men of both 
Mexico and the United States are con­ 
stantly conferring and watching all 
suspicious characters. 
Chief of Po­ 
lice Castro from Mexico City arrived 
and joined the chief of the Mexican 
secret service, Zuntgs, on looking aft­ 
er police protection en the Mexican 
side of the river. 


OUTSIDE SUPPORT WELCOME 


China Desire* It in Her Dealings W ith 
Japan. 
Peking, O ct 14.—Japan has taken 
official cognizance of the reported et 
forts of British and American inter­ 
ests to arrange with China to build 
ihe Kinchow-Tsitsihar railway, as it 
is considered that the proposed con­ 
struction of this road has grown out 
of the defeat of the plan to build the 
Hslnmintun-Fakumen railroad. Japan 
has formally notified China that while 
it does not intend to obstruct the gov­ 
ernment, yet it will m aintain its right 
to be consulted with respect to Man­ 
churian railways. Though Japan does 
not claim the right to veto, it re­ 
serves decision with regard to subse­ 
quent action. 
Recent events in connection with 
the recall to W ashington of Charles 
R. Crane, the American minister des­ 
ignate to China, precipitated Japan’s 
action. 
It is understood that the ac­ 
tion of the American 
secretary of 
state followed Japan’s solicitations, 
not only on account of Mr. Crane’s al­ 
leged 
utterances, 
but 
because 
of 
American 
comm el elal 
activities 
in 
Manchuria under a former American 
official whom the Japanese regard as 
exceedingly active in the ant I-Japan­ 
ese movement in Manchuria, following 
the war. 
The Japanese appear to be alarmed 
at the American 
activities, which 
seem to bear tho stamp of govern 
mental direction. 
The Chinese gov­ 
ernment defends’ the textual Man 
churian agreement, but It is admitted 
ihat China would 
welcome outside 
support.

Prescott, Arir., Oct. 14.—Pre udf'r I 
Taft won a hearty welcome into Ari­ 
zona by proclaiming wherever he worn 
that he was heartily in favor of state 
hood for each of the territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
When tho joyousness that greeted 
this statement had died away Mr. Taft 
had some sober words for his audi­ 
ence in which he sought to impress 
upon them the necessity for delibera­ 
tion in framing a state constitution. 
He declared that their constitution 
should follow the simplicity of the 
Constitution of the United States and 
should bo merely fundamental laws 
with simple rules of limitations. Mr. 
Taft urged tho people of Arizona to 
profit by what he termed tho mistakes 
of Oklahoma in constitution making. 
Ho characterized the Oklahoma con­ 
stitution as a “Zoologies! Garden of 
Cranks.” 
The president’s train was whirled 
along at breakneck speed through 
scorching desert wastes of sage brush 
and cactus. 
At times the alkali stirred up by 
the rushing cars filtered In a cloud 
through ventilating screens and closed 
windows and w a s well nigh stifling. 
Tho sky was cloudless and the sun 
shono with torrid intensity. Through 
out the day the horizon was lined 
with the jagged rusty peaks of sun 
baked mountains shrouded in azure 
hate. 
Occasionally, 
however, 
the 
train rushed through a veritable gar­ 
den pf, fruit and flowers, where the 
touch of water had worked its won 
ders. Altogether the president had a 
typical glimpse of the Southwest. Ar 
Phoenix and Prescott, where he made 
his principal stops and at each inter­ 
mediate station where he appeared 
for a moment or two on the rear plat 
form of his car, he was greeted by the 
cosmopolitan people of the territory

Lake Superior to the Mississippi River 
to be Discussed by Commission— 
Brainerd Represented 


Governor A. O. Eberhart has sum­ 
moned the Lake Superior and Missis­ 
sippi River Canal commission to meet 
on Tuesday, Nov. 9, in the govern­ 
or’s office, St. Paul, to take up the 
work laid out by the legislature. 
The 
act creating the commission directs 
it to investigate the feasibility and 
practicability of a ship or barge canal 
from Lake Superior to the Mississippi 
river.

LINDBERGH NOT INTERESTED 


Congressman from the Sixth Denies 
That He has Purchased Paper 
and Gives His Reasons 
The Minneapolis Tribune contains 
the following interview with Hon. C. 
A. Lindbergh, of Little Falls, con­ 
gressman from the Sixth district, in 
which he denies that he is interested 
in the purchase of the Arena in this 
city and gives his reasons why the 
public should know the report sent 
out was untrue. 
Mr. Lindbergh’s 
statem ent that the newspapers have 
treated him with fairness and given 
him the freedom of publishing what 
he wished, is a recognition of his 
gratitude toward the press of the dis­ 
trict and a strong point in support of 
his statem ent that he does not need 
a personal organ. 
The interview fol­ 
lows: 
“I have not bought a paper in 
Brainerd,” said Mr. Lindbergh today. 
“The people there who know me, 
know that I have all the work I can 
do without incubating a newspaper. 
Some people probably sent the re­ 
port to the Twin city papers so it 
m ight be copied in the Brainerd 
papers and create a little excitement. 
“A personal organ of my own, un­ 
der the conditions that exist in the 
Sixth district, would be absurd, for 
ever since I was first elected the en­ 
tire press has treated me with fair­ 
ness and generosity, giving me the 
freedom of the papers to publish any­ 
thing I have seen fit. 
Even more, 
the papers have generally given pub­ 
licity to my speeches, both in and 
out of congress. 
Under these con­ 
ditions, what advantage would it be 
for me to have a private organ of my 
own? 
On the contrary it would be 
decidedly opposed to my interests 
as the press would not care to exten­ 
sively publish articles from a personal 
organ.”

HOW INSECTS BREATHE. 
FRENCH MARRIAGES. 
System of Tubee That Run the Length 
of Their Bodice. 
Landlubber animals hare lungs, and 
sea creatures have gills. 
But Insects 
have neither one nor the other. 
They 
have a complex system of tubes run­ 
ning throughout the whole length of 
the body by means of which air is con­ 
veyed to every part of the system. As 
they are destined to contain nothing 
hut air, they are strongly supported to 
guard against collapse from pressure. 
This support Is furnished by means 
of a fine thread running spirally with­ 
in the walls of the tube, much In the 
same way that a garden hose is pro­ 
tected with wire. There are generally 
two of these tubes which run the 
whole length of the Insect’s body. 
Many flies, as larvae, live in the wa­ 
ter. Arranged along each side of their 
bodies Is a series of exceedingly thin 
plates, into each of which runs a se­ 
ries of blood vessels. These plates act 
and absorb the oxygen contained in 
the water. 
The tail ends In three 
feather-like protections. 
By means of 
these the larva causes currents of wa­ 
ter to flow over the gills, and thus their 
efficiency Is Increased. 
The gnat also lives In the water as 
a larva. 
But It has no gills; there- 
fere It cannot breathe the oxygen in 
the water, but must breathe air. This 
Is done by means of a spicade situated 
at the tip of Its tall. 
Indeed, the tall 
ie prolonged into a little tube. 
The 
larva floats along head downward In 
the water with this tube Just above 
the surface to enable It to breathe. 
After some time It is provided with 
two little tubes, which act In the same 
manner.—Chicago Tribune.

request of the company, whose curi­ 
osity Wygate had excited, I stripped 
and leaped into the river and swam 
from near Chelsea to Blackfriars, per­ 
forming on the way many feats of 
activity, both upon and under the 
water, 
that surprised 
and pleased 
those to whom they were novelties.”-* 
london Ta tier. 


A Story Illustrating the “Setness’* of 
tho Cornishman. 
Your Cornishman can be very “set” 
and stubborn. 
Ells determination of 
spirit is more remarkable than admira­ 
ble at times, though it may be amus 
lug. 
Mr. Hook, the late royal academician, 
was once, says Mr. W. H. Hudson in 
his book on the “Land’s End.” on the 
sands at Whltesand bay, working at a 
marine picture, when two natives came 
up and planted themselves just behind 
him. 
There was nothing the artist 
hated more than to be watched by 
strangers over bis shoulders in this 
way, and 
pretty soon 
he wheeled 
around on them and angrily asked 
them how long they were going to 
stand there. 
His manner served to arouse their 
spirit, and they replied brusquely that 
they were going to stay as long as they 
thought proper. 
He insisted on knowing just how 
long they were going to stay there to 
his annoyance, and by and by, aftet 
some more loud and angry discussion, 
one of them incautiously declared they 
would stand at that very spot for an 
hour. 
“Do you mean that?” shouted Hook, 
pulling out his watch. 
Yes, they returned, they would not 
stir one inch from that spot for an 
hour.

“Very well,” he said and pulled up 
his easel; then, marching off to a dis­ 
tance of thirty yards, he set it up 
again aud resumed bls painting. 
And there, within thirty yards of 
his back, the tw’o men stood for one 
hour and a quarter, for, as they did 
not have a watch, they were afraid of 
going, away before the hour had ex­ 
pired.

He Was e Presbyterian Clergyman and 
Was a Friend of Thomas Carlyle and 
of tho Cslebratod Dr. Chalmors—Tho 
Rapid Spread of tho Syatom. 


The first savings bank to accept de­ 
posits In small amounts and to pay 
cumulative Interest was opened in Scot­ 
land In May, 1810. Several Institutions 
for savings existed in foreign countries 
prior to 1810, but there was nothing in 
any respect like the modern savings 
bank. 
England, for example, early 
witnessed the appearance of numerous 
small charitable associations and insti­ 
tutions which undertook to invest the 
savings of their members. 
The first modern savings bank, how­ 
ever, was originated by Henry Dun­ 
can, 
a 
Presbyterian clergyman 
of 
Dumfries, Scotland, a friend of Thom­ 
as Carlyle and of the celebrated Dr. 
Chalmers, who throughout his active 
life was Interested In various schemes 
of practical benevolence. In 1810, aft­ 
er he had already set forth his views 
on the subject In the Dumfries Courter, 
he established the Rutbwell Savings 
bank. 
His purpose, as expressed In a 
memoir published by his son In 1888. 
was to induce the mass of people of 
bls time to realize the value of the lit­ 
tle savings which by economy could be 
put away. 
The Dumfries community of lowland 
Scotch was a good one in which to 
start such a scheme. During the first 
year savings to the amount of £150 
were deposited in the Ruth well Sav­ 
ings bank and In the next two years 
£171 and £241, respectively. 
By 1814 
the deposits amounted to £922. 
As the success of Mr. Duncan’s 
scheme became known sim ilar institu­ 
tions 
were organized elsewhere in 
Scotland and England. 
One of the 
earliest was the Edinburgh Savings 
bank, still a thriving institution. 
The Ruthwell bank had some re­ 
en larg es which distinguished It from 
the institutions that were developed 
later. There was an annuity fund, for 
instance. 
Most remarkable of all, be­ 
fore anybody’s first deposit was re­ 
ceived inquiries had to be made as to 
his age, family affairs aud previous 
moral conduct. 
According to what 
was discovered the management decid­ 
ed, first, whether bls deposit should be 
accepted and. second, what rate of 
Interest should be allowed him. 
The Ruthwell bank’s funds were 
placed with the British Linen company, 
which allowed 5 per cent interest on 
them. 
Most of the depositors received 
4 per cent, but to those of three years* 
standing whose deposits amounted to 
£5 or more 5 per cent was allowed, 
provided the depositor wsnted to get 
married or that he was fifty-six years 
old or that In other respects it would 
be especially advantageous for him to 
receive more interest. 
The first sav­ 
ings bank was under no obligation to 
allow depositors to withdraw funds 
when they wanted. 
There was a pro­ 
vision that “when the depositor shall 
hare become incapable of maintaining 
himself from sickness or otherwise a 
weekly allowance may be made to him 
at the option of the court of directors 
out of the money be has deposited.” 
The Edinburgh Savings bank was 
much simpler in its organisation than 
the Ruthwell and more closely resem­ 
bled the savings banks of the present 
day. Each depositor received the same 
rate of interest. 
There was no pre­ 
liminary Investigation of his charac­ 
ter, and he could withdraw his de­ 
posits at pleasure. 
The rate of inter­ 
est was uniformly 4 per cent. 
Widespread interest was aroused in 
the early experiments in Great Britain. 
Farseeing people realised that the new 
institutions were destined to add large­ 
ly to general prosperity and happiness. 
This opinion was eloquently voiced by 
the great Scotch critic Francis Jeffrey, 
who. writing in the Edinburgh Review, 
said: “It would be difficult, we fear, 
to convince either the people or their 
rulers that the spread of savings 
banks is of far more importance and 
far more likely to increase the happi­ 
ness and even the greatness of the na­ 
tion than the most brilliant success of 
its arm s or the most stupendous im­ 
provement of its trade and its agricul­ 
ture. 
And yet we are persuaded that 
it is so.” 
Laws safeguarding savings banks 
were passed as these institutions began 
to show vitality and clearly needed 
regulation. 
Trustees and managers 
were early prohibited from making any 
profit in connection with these banks. 
The English savings bank movement 
rapidly spread throughout the con­ 
tinent. France, Germany. Denmark and 
Italy successively taking up the idea. 
Everywhere with modifications proper 
to the nationality it has proved suc­ 
cessful. 
The first American savings bank was 
opened in Philadelphia in 1816 and 
was called the' Philadelphia Saving 
Fund society. The same year one was 
established in Boston. New York fol­ 
lowing in 1S19, and in 1820 there were 
ten in the country, having 8,635 de­ 
positors and $1,138,570 in deposits.— 
Boston Globe.

Pittsburg, Oct. 14.—Pittsburg took 
the lead in the great battle now being 
waged for the world’s baseball cham­ 
pionship by defeating Detroit, 8 to 4, 
in the fifth game of the big series at 
Forbes Field. 
This gives 
the Na­ 
tional league champions three victo­ 
ries to two for the winners of the 
American league pennant. The scene 
will shift to Detroit again, where the 
sixth, and possibly the last game of 
the series will be played. By winning 
the sixth game Pittsburg will cinch 
the world’s championship, but if De­ 
troit wins the series will be tied again 
and a seventh game will be necessary. 
Despite its announcement that it 
would meet in Detroit today to decide 
where the seventh game is to be 
played, the commission met Wednes­ 
day and decided*to play the crucial 
game, if it is needed, In Detroit. Gar­ 
ry Herrmann flipped a coin and Presi­ 
dent B. B. Johnson of the American 
league won and chose Detroit. 
The game was played with the ther­ 
mometer hovering between 35 and 40 
degrees above zero. 
A chilling wind 
from the southwest swept across the 
field, but the immense grand stand 
protected the great majority of the 
spectators. Despite the untoward con­ 
ditions 21,70*3 persons saw the game 
and the receipts were $32,173. Of this 
sum the national commission receives

is their limit. 
This makes the receipts for the five 
games $156,108, and the total attend­ 
ance was 117,347. 
Each club owner

He also tied together the bushy parts 
of their tails, the reason of which was 
because they should not be able to 
turn their beads to each other so as 
to strike one another with their horns 
or by bending their necks too much by 
endeavoring to face one another and 
then striving break their necks.” 
In 
this condition the oxhind let them go 
on the ground, if without holes or 
ditches, all night or else turned them 
into' ah empty open barn so yoked and 
thus treated them two or three times 
before he worked them.
